Argument 
of the Defense. 

From a source of authority not to be 
doubted, I am able to obtain, in Mr. Low- | 
ther’'s own language, the gist of his argu- 
ment in his own defense at the trial. It is 
an epitome of his argument for evolution 
and his effort to harmonize Christianity 
and science. 

“The order of the universe,’ said Mr. 
Lowther, “is first God, second emanation 
oe God, third, involution, or God in all 
things, fourth, evolution as a process ot 
creation. 

“All life is primarily one substance, and 
is therefore good. The first physical form 
of life was protoplasm, and from it evolved 
all gs forms. There are many forms | 
of the manifestation of life; but it is only 
one life. One Intelligence guides it, one 
principle of unity characterizes it. ‘He is 
above all. through al! and in you all.’ 

“Therefore, evil is not so in essence. but 
is a mal-adjustment, misuse or lack of de- 
velopment of powers that are in their na- 
ture good. 

When God finished the work of creation 
he said it was ail very good. The lower 
forms of life, though coming from God, 
do not recognize their origin. The majestic 
oak, the fowls of heaven, the most splen- | 
ciidly trained of our domestic animals do 
not know that God made them, and, while 
they manifest his glory to higher orders 
of beings, they have no concepts of the di- 
vinity that is in them.

from accidental meetings between parties, 
as well as that which may depend on sen- 
timent and humanity. 

About twenty ago John Thomas, 
then in the vorime ‘of young negro man- 


hood, killed another negro in this county, 
apparently without provocation, by shwvol- 
ing him to death in front of Thomas’ 
house. When court came on Col. L 8 
Roan, an able member of the bar her® was 
appointed by the presidin judge to de- 
fend the negro on the charge mur- 
der. Aithough, as is usual in these kind 
of cases, the counsel gets not a cent for 
his prolonged and arduous labor, Col. Roan 
worked tirelessly and with indomitable will 
to save his client's life. But the jury found 
the negro guilty and the judge senteneed 
him to be hung. 

To the Supreme Court the case went and 
back and forth the case was carried, the 
negro in the shadow of the gallows the 
meanwhile. Finally the last ray of hope 
was gone, so far as the courts were con- 
cerned, and the defendant's lawyer, feeling 
convinced that there were mitigating cir- 
cumstances in the case which called for 
executive clemency. made a iim show- 
ing before Gov.

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Nature and Working of the Security-Holding 
Company,a New Device in Finan- 
cial Organization. 
Reprinted by permiteion from the April Wotld’s Work. 


T financial device of enormous possti- 
bilities which, outside of profession- 
al financial circies, is yet little understood. 
But no financial or economic subject has so 
held the public mind since the president 
directed the attorney-general to bring suit 
against the Northern Securities Co. to de- 
termine whether it bein violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. The discussion 
that has been provoked by this action of 
the President has thrust the subject for- 
ward more prominently than years of or- 


dinary events would have done; and a plain | 


explanation of this comparatively new de- 
vice is timely—the more so because it ap- 
peals mightily to the imagination of econo- 
mists as well as financiers; and arouses the 
fears of those who are disturbed by the 
rapid growth of great organizations. 

In fact, the security-holding company, 
while it is a perfectly logical and natural 
outgrowth of existing conditions and tenden- 
cies, is also a creation of such a startling 
kind as to rise to the dignity of a new dis- 
covery in financial management. The credit 
of its first use belongs probably to the late 
Cc. P. Huntington. ‘If he had no other claim 
to distinction the discovery, or the creation, 
of this device would entitle him to remem- 
brance as a daring and constructive finan- 
cial mind. 

The device is simple, in theory at least. 
But the discussion provoked by the recent 
ruling of the Supreme Court and by the 
President’s action has so covered up the 
real nature of it with politics and legal con- 
jectures that it seems worth while to ex- 
plain it in the simplest terms. It is one 
of thoge theoretically simple and powerful 
devices which in practice quickly becomes 
exceedingly complex. No other device so 
well illustrates the swiftly moving machin- 
ery of financial management. 

Suppose A be a railway company of tén 
millions of dollars’ stock and B be another 
company of the same capitalization. Their 


combined stock is twenty millions. Suppose 
an individual] own fifty-one per cent of each 
company's stock, his holdings must be ten 
and a fifth millions of the stock. In order to 
keep control of the two companies an indi- 
vidual must keep control of more than ten 
millions of stock. 

But suppose a corporation be substituted 
for the individual. This corporation by own- 
ing fifty-one per cent of the stock of these 
two companies would, of course, control 
them. But the controlling corporation may 
issue shares of its own, 4s an indvidual 
cannot; and the holders of fifty-one per cent 
of this corporation's stock will control it 
and consequently control the roads con- 
trolled by it. In other words, the holder of 
fifty-one per cent of fifty-one per cent of 
the railroads’ stock can by this device con- 
trol both railroads. Whereas to control 
both these railroads an individual must own 
more than ten millions of their stock, a 
man or a group of men by holding only a 
little more than five millions of the security- 
holding company’s stock may control them 
both. In other words a little more than 
five millions of dollars (counting all stock 
at par) can. by this device exercise the 
same power that an individual could exer- 
Gise with ten millions. 

This supposed case is the theory, in its 
simplest form, and it shows the principle 
of the security-holding company. In prac- 
tice the foregoing plain suppositions would 
seldom work out precisely as indicated. But 
it is possible that even a smaller proportion 
of capital might control both railways. Sup- 
pose, for instance, that the stock of the 
security-holding compary did not represent 
railway stock share for share, but was 
watered. Then the organizers of the se- 
curity-holding company night retain con- 
trol of both railways by investing or re- 
taining an even smaller proportion of the 
par value of the railway stock than about 
one-fourth. 

In other words, the security-holding com- 
pany is a device of enormous possibilities 
of manipulation and concentration, with a 
chance of obtaining or of retaining the 
control of properties without actual! physical 
consolidation of them and by the owner- 
ship of securities of very much less than 
the value of half the railway properties. 
Such are the possibilities of the device for 
securing or retaining control of properties. 

Look at it now from the outside or m*nor- 
ity investor's point of view. An investor of 
a million dollars at par in one of the rail- 
way's stocks would own one-tenth of that 
one railroad. An investor of a miilion in 
the secur’ty-holding company's stock would 
own no share of either railway. but only 
the equivalent of one-twentieth of both 
railways, if the security-holding company's 
stock represented, share for share, the 
stock of the railways; and he would awn 
a smaller proportion if the security-nold- 
ing company's stock were issued on a dif- 
ferent basis. The secur’ty-holding company, 
therefore, is a device that appeals to con- 
trolling owners more strongly than to min- 
ority investors; and it requires a greater 
degree of confidence in it8 management to 
attract investment than an ordinary com- 
pany requires. In fact, it is a piece of 
machinery that can be used to advantage 
only by strong men who control great prop- 
erties and who inspire the greatest con- 
fidence. An investor who buys stocks in 
such an organization buys not any con- 
crete property whatever, but he invests in 
the men who manage it. 

As machinery for hastening the contro! 
of great pronerties by a small group of 
men, by a proportionately small investment, 
the simple device is a work of genius. The 
actual power that the credit and the con- 
fidence of strong men in the @ntro! of great 
roperties gives them can. by means of it 
be enormously increased. By extending the 
operaiion of a great security-holding com-

pany a very much smaller sum of money 
could conceivably control all the railways 
in the Union than would be required to own 
even a small part of them. en who own 
a bare majority of the stock of a group of 
railways may relieve themselves of nearly 
half their investment and still retain con- 
trol. It marks a new epoch in the possibili- 
tiles of consolidation—rather of control 
withcut consolidation. 

it is little wonder, then, that it came into 
being somewhat under suspicion and that 
it has encountered criticism and opposi- 
tion und provoked a succession of ettorts 
to thwart its development. It will not be 
developed further till its legal status is 
more clearly determined; but there is Kttle 
doubt that it is a deviee that has come to 
Stay, whatever the decisions of the court 
may be. 

But like all other large organizations, se- 

curity-holding companies ll grow about 
strong personalities and great successful 
companies. They can have no safe and 
legitimate Place in connection with com- 
panies that have not already proved to be 
permanent and sound: and in order to in- 
Spire public confidence they require even a 
Stronger degree of confidence in their man- 
agement than any other kind of financial 
Organisations, 
_he delicacy and the present uncertainty 
or the legal status of security-holding com- 
panies were indicated by the temporary 
flurry that followed the announcement of 
the government's suit, brought by the at- 
curittes’ tant against the Northern Se- 
curities Co., to test the question whether 
it violates the Sherman anti-trust law by 
being an organization in restra’nt of inter- 
state commerce. The opinion given by At- 
torney+General Knox is that it is in viola- 
tion of the anti-trust law. W%th this opinion 
by the department of justice it was clearly 
the President's duty to order the suit. It 
did not follow, as ill-informed clamor had it, 
that suit might be instituted against such 
organizations as the Urtted States Steel 
Corporation; for preceding decisions of the 
Supreme Court had practically restricted 
the application of the anti-trust law to tin- 
terstate railroads; and until the suit is tried 
it is vain to conjecture what the result 
will be. Apparently strong arguments can 
be made on either side. 

The railway cases that have already been 
tried under the anti-trust act and decti+-4 
adversely to ‘he railroads turned on deii- 
nite contracts between independent c.m- 
panies to restrict competition. These were 
declared to be “in restraint of trade 
among the several states.’" The main pur- 
pose of these ccntracts, and of the con- 
tracts that were brought before the court 
in the Addyson Pipe Co. case. were de- 
clared to be te restrict trade. On the 
Other hand, ‘t will be argued that the 
Northern Securities Co. was not organised 
to restrict commerce, except in the same 
sense in. which any owner of one railway 
Dy buying a cumpeting railway preven.s 
a demoralizatioag of rates. The dominant 
motive in every such transaction 1s ta 
lessen the harm done by competition, hu‘ 
not directly tw restrain trade. Moreover. 
if a securities ccmpany cannot buy com- 
peting railroads, could the individual or 
corporate owner of one road buy a cot- 
peting line? 

On the other hand, if a securities con- 
pany can lawfully get control of two 
roads why ot of 10? and if of 10 why not, 
conceivably of all? 

The courts heve seldom if ever had 
case before them which involved such enor- 
mous commercial interests 

It is likely to be a long time before the 
case is finally Cecided in the supreme cour:, 
whither it will, of course, be taken. But 190 
man who Knows the difference between 2 
large commer-i?l or financ'al tendency ard 
a restraining statute has much doubt ol 
the ultimate outcome, whatever the court 
may decide. The itdea of securities com 
panies is sure to be worked out in some 
form; for it s a logical outcome of the Ir- 
resistible tendency to great consolidations. 
And great co isolidations will continue as 
long as strong men who can command the 
largest measure of financial confidence 
find it advantageous to make them. 

The fact is often forgotten, let it be 
again said, that the growth of consolila- 
tions is not a law of nature. but the deu- 
nite work of strong personalities. tehina 
every great and successful organization 
there is a man or there are men whose 
organizing ability and whose charact? and 
credit are such as to compel confidence. 
The movement will be largely dete: mined 
in the future by the same principle. Great 
security-holding companies will come into 
existence. In whatever form the law will 
permit, and will increase in power in pro- 
portion to the strength of the men who are 
behind them. 

The interest thal the government's svit 
against the Northern Securities Co. has for 
the economist is the appeal that this new 
machinery of cor.solidation makes to the 
imagination. It is a device whereby the 
strongest men in finance may greatly hast- 
en consolidation, and whereby they my 
consolidate consolidations with an ese 
hitherto unknown. It is one step, and a 
long step, toward the concelvable concen- 
tration of contro' of all our greatest tratis- 
portation systems by a smaller and small 
er rrumber of sticng men who may actually 
own a smaller and smaller proportion of 
the real property

Williams does not attribute his cure en- 
tirely to goat's milk, but gives credit also 
to a certain amount of dally exercise in 
mountain climbing and herding. He has 
treated a dozen other sufferers, all of whom 
have apparently been cured by close appii- 
cation toa diet of goat's milk and dally ex- 
ercise. 

He thinks that any ordinary case of con- 
sumplionm can be cured by hie treatment, 
in case the disease has not- obtained too 
strong a foothold.

The prosecuting attorney says he ex-

The defendant, who is 68 years old, says 
he is not the “‘Jim’’ Wilson wanted and 
that the case of mistaken identity will be 
easily established at the trial.

Ping-pong is one of the several names 
for the English game of table tennis. I: is 
@lso known as pom-pom and whiff-whaff. 
But in 6t. Louls the appellation ping-pong 
has the call. Six months ago the game 
was practically unknown in 8t. Loulsa 
There was probably not a single set in use 
im @ &8t. Louls family. The sets kept in 
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the sporting goods houses were regarded 
more as curiosities than as salable goods, 
The first call for them came in October. In 
November the demand increased slightly 
and, by Christmas, about 50 St. Louls fam- 
flies had invested in ping-pong seta Since 
then the game has made remarkable strides 
in popularity. So heavy has the demand 
for these sets become that the local deal- 
ers have hardly been able to supply the 
calls. 

It is estimated that there are now 1306 
sets in use. The American factories ware 
unable to supply the St. Louls table tennis 
enthusiasts with all the balls they needed, 
and a local house found it necessary to 
cable to England, the home of this parlor 
game, for an additional supply. 


The game is played in a similar way te 
lawn tennis, except that the game is adapr- 
ed for use on a dining table, and is played 
with a epecially prepared elastic ball in- 
stead of the usual india rubber one It 
requires some little practice before the 
proper strength is attained with which te 
strike the ball, but ten minutes or so is 
sufficient, as a rule, to enable the players 
to keep the ball within the space of the 
table top. 

A dining table about seven to nine feet 
long by half the width, without a cloth, ls 
the best place to play the game on; and 
when the room is lighted from above the 
table by a chandelier, the table should be 
moved a little to the side of the room. The 
height of the net can be varied from seven 
to five inches; the lower it is the more dif- 
ficult the strokes can be made to return 
Warming the battledores elightly before 
the fire will improve their elasticity, but 
care must be taken not to overheat them. 

When wings are used with the net, thease 
should be fixed up on the posts, so that 
they project out beyond the edge of the ta~- 
ble, and thus prevent a ball being returned 
round the sides of the posts instead of over 
the net.

This plant was established here in 1894 
The site was very desirable, and may be 
@escribed as one main hollow which divides 


in combination with potash, soda, lime and 
magnesia. It is usually prepared in tho 
laboratory by the application of heat toa 
mixture of equal weights of powdered nitre 
and oll of vitriol placed in a retort. A com- 
bination of sulphuric acid and potash re- 
mains in the retort, while the nitric acid 
distills over and is condensed in the re- 
ceiver, kept cool by the application of a 
wet cloth. During distillation red fumes 
appear arising from a decomposition of a 
portion of the nitric acid. In the mannu- 
facture of nitric acid in this plant on a 
large scale the glass retort is replaced by 
a cast-iron cylinder coated with fire clay 
and the receiver by a series ef earthen 
condensing vessels connected by tubes; ani 
soda is used instead of nitre In consequencs 
of its being a cheaper salt and of its con- 
taining 10 per cent more nitric acid. Nitric 
acid, whether in a concentrated or mre 
dilute form, acts energetically on all or- 
ganic matters. For example, it converts 
cotton fiber ‘nto explosive gun cotton. 


Eighty equivalents of nitric acid are 
mixed with 20 of sulphuric acid, and this 
combination is then sent to the nitrating 
house to be mixed with glycerine. Glycerin 
is animal fat, scmetimes called sugar of 
lard, which nas been separated from tne 
anima] tissues by high pressure, It is ob- 
tained from soap manufacturers, and much 
of that used here comes from Peoria. The 
nitrating-house in which this mixing is dons 
is one of the most dangerous and is iso- 
lated in location. In it ig a large kettle 
which will contain 15,000 pounds. Into this 
the acid mixture and glycerine are poure:l, 
and, as they are thoroughly mixed by ma- 
chinery, heat is generated. The ‘‘chief uil- 
trator’ keeps his eye on the thermometer 
and his hand on the ice water valve, and 
as the temperature rises he increases the 
cooling flow of water. 


When the “charge,” as they call a ket- 
tle full, ils thorcughly mixed, it is nitro- 
giycerine. It is a light yellow olly liquid 
of specific gravity of 1.6. It is inodorous, 
but has a sweet, pungent, aromatic taste, 
but a very sma!] taste will produce a vio- 
lent headache. It is only slightly solubie 
in watér, but dissolves readiy in ether, al- 
cohol and methylated spirits. If ignited tn 
the open air it burns rapidly and with «4 
brisk flame, without any explosion; if 
poured out in a thin sheet it ignites with 
difficulty and turns incompletely, but it 
explodes at once if exposed to a modecrataly 
strong blow or concussion, to the concus- 
sion due to the explosion of gunpowder, to 
contact with red-hot iron and especially to 
the action of detonating mixtures and 
fulminates. It has been estimated that one 
cublo inch of this stuff yields 1298 cubic

inches of aqueous carbonic ac'4, 
oxygen and nitrogen. 

According to Nobel, these gases expand 
on explosion to elght times their bulk, yle:d- 
10,384 cubic Inches of gases. One cubic inch 
of gunpowder will yield only 800 cub'e 
inches. Therefore for equal bulks nitro- 
glycerine is 13 times as strong as gun- 
powder. 

Because of its instability nitroglycerine 
is very dangerous. Even when pure it is 
liable at a heat of 70 degrees to underg) 
slow spontaneous decomposition into gas- 
eous products, which exerting pressure on 
the liquid renders it so prone to explosion 
that even a slight concussion is attenduod 
with danger. The impure, of course, !3 
much worse. Indeed, it is dangerously seif- 
explosive, while standing quietly. It is 
very impure, of course, when it leaves the 
nitrating house, and would be very danger- 
It must be handled seveial 
times, too, in refining processes before i: 
is made into dynamite 

The nitroglycerin is conveyed by lea 
pipes to the scparating house. Here it is 
allowed to stand in settling tanks untll 
the nitroglycerine. rises to the top like 
cream, when it is skimmed off and sent on 


to another house, where it is washed. 
After the nitreglycerine has been washed 


it is ready to be made into dynamite. Dyna- 
mite is simply nitroglycerine mixed with 
sawdust or wood pulp, soda and fiour or 
other minor ingredients, according to ths 
particular formula used. The wood pulp 
has been carefully screened and dried and 
the mixing is done in an odd-looking bulid- 
ing called the ‘‘mixing house.”” It is built 
against a hill and three sides of it are 
cribbed in with slats, the space between 
which and the walis is filled with earth. I[ 
suppose this is to break the shock of an 
explosion, which is liable at any momen? 
In this house are large wooden tubs, in 
each of which is a traveling wheel followed 
by a copper plow, which thoroughly mixes 
the ingredients into dynamite, which is 
then sent to the punching houses, where is 
it put into shells for market. There are 
seven of these houses, which constiture 
the “punching line.”” The shells have been 
made by machines operated by girls and 
have been dipped into large kettles of boil- 
ing parafine. This results in a waterproof 
coating, which also serves to prevent th» 
nitroglycerine from leaking out or ‘“bleed- 
ing.’’ 

In each punching house from five to ten 
men and boys are employed. Each has 4 
measuring funnel, which he fills with dy- 
namite, which is then punched into the 
shells with a wooden stick in two sections 
which are held together by a block of lead 
in the middle, which also serves to supply 
the needed weight. Those employed in this 
department are searched each morning fo: 
matches and other forbidden articles, and 
are required to wear rubber shoes, as leath- 
er soles with tacks are liable to explods 
guch small particles as may fall on the floor. 
Notwithstanding the great care exercised 
here, there is always danger. For instancs, 
not long ago a boy attempted to take nis 
punching stick apart. He went outside 
and pounded it on the fron track, and ihe 
resulting explosion tore away one of his 
hands. One of the boys here told me he 
made from $2 to $2.50 per day, but I dida‘t 


vapor, 
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tarry to learn how much a man could make. 

The loaded shells are placed on trucks 
and sent to the packing house. Here they 
are packed with sawdust for safety in 
handling into 60-pound boxes. Wooden 
mallets instead of hammers are used- in 
nailing tops on the boxes. The worst ex- 
plosion in the history of the plant occurred 
in this bullding in November, 1898. It is the 
only case on record of a packing house 
blowing up, and was caused, no doubt, Ly 
an icicle frozen onto a bleeding shell bve- 
ing broken in handling the boxes. ‘Thers 
were 25,000 pounds of dynamite in the butld- 
ing at the time ard the explosion was ter- 
rific. Windows were broken at Ashburn, a 
mile away, and in this city the shock wis 
so distinct as to be considered an earth- 
quake. Other points 2 miles away felt itv. 
shock. A great hole was torn in the earth 
and six lives were blown out. The building 
was chiefly of pine and tin, and was an- 


nihilated,; as were the bodies of three of 
the men. 

Terrific as this explosion was, it did nct 
set off any oth»r parts of the plant, and a 
peculiar feature of this awful shock waa 
that a considerable number of sticks of 
dynmite in the building at the time wers 
not exploded, meny shells being found a.t- 
erward scattered over the premises in as 
good shape as they were when sent to the 
packing house. 

When packed into boxes the dynamite is 
loaded onto trucks and sent to the m1s- 
azines. where it is stored. Regulations may 
be made for safety fn handling stuff, but 
no regulation cau be made which will sc- 
cure freedom from carelessness, and it 
seems the longer a man works with it the 
more careless he becomes. In this packing 
house I saw men slam boxes of dynamite 
around much as they would soda water 
cases, but I did not tarry to point out the 


error of thelr ways. 

There are three magazines and in each 
can be stored from seven to nine car loais 
of dynamite. Each is protected from the 
other by intervening hills. From the magua- 
zines the dynamite is loaded into ordinary 
freight cars. The Burlington runs a train 
which is down on the official time card as 
the “Dynamits Special.” It leaves Hannibal 
early each morning and brings the offici:ls 
and many of the employes of the plant to 
their work. The train runs on to this cliy, 
but returns to La Motte at noon and. pu's 
in the afternoon switching in the yards of 
the plant. It is in charge of Conductur 
William Arnold and the brakemen are FE. 
H. Yancey and H. M. McCormick. Al Sex- 
ton is engineer and Bert Larrison firemaa. 
In switching these men “kick"’ cars of ly- 
namite around just as complacently as a 
regular crew would handle cars loaded 
with wood or hay.

Public House Trust Association of Great 
Britain. 

Lord Grey, who has recently visited New 
York, is at the head of a corporation which 
proposes to buy out every saloon keeper in 
England and run the entire retail liquor 
trade for the public good. 

This English “Saloon Trust” already owns 
and operates 31 saloons and is adding to the 
number every year. 

The board of directors of this extraord- 
inary business enterprise Includes 68 mem- 
bers of the British nobility and has as its 
vice-president the colonial secretary of 
Great Eritain, Joseph Chamberlain. Car- 
dinal Vaughan, the official head of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church tn England, is also 
one of its active promoters. 

At a meeting held on March 16 in the 
rooms of the City Club, New York Cl ys, 
Lord Grey delivered an address ip favor

can liquor problem, and a committee was 
formed to consider the pushing of the “Sa- 
loon Trust” plan in Greater New York. 
Among those especially interested are Bish- 
op Potter, R. Fulton Cutting, ex-District 
Attorney Philbin, ex-Congressman John De 
Witt Warner and William E. Dodge. 

The central idea tn the plan proposed by 
Lord Grey is that of making It to the in- 
terest of the saloonkeeper ‘¢o sell as little 
intoxicating Nquors as possible. 

The managers of the “‘trust’’ saloons are 
permitted to keep all the profit they can 
make on the salo of tea, coffee, cocoa, 
milk and food, two-thirds of <he profit on 
ginger ale, lemonade, etc.,, but none of the 
profit on alcohelic Mquors. All the profits 
on stabling and half of the profits on the 
letting of rooms also go into the pocket of 
the manager. 

In addi:ton to what he can make in this 
way the manager is guaranteed from $100 
to $760 a year by the corporation. 

The shareh<« lders of this “Saloon Trust” 
receive a dividend of 5 per cent and the re- 
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mainder of the profits is turned over to 
the city treasury to reduce the burden of 
taxation. 

The surplus profits have been large. In 
the village of Beath, for instance, the 
prefits from one of Lord Grey's saloons 
has been suff'cient to light the village with 
electricity, to purchase a fine bowling green 
and to establish a public library and bil- 
liard room, 

Jobn Ross, Andrew Carnegie’s representa- 
tive In Scotland, gives the following de- 
acription of this Beath saloon in a letter 
written to Lord Grey: 

“Undoubtedly good. order is maintained 
in the house and the police are quite s@tis- 
fied with the manner in which K is con- 
ducted. 

“Persistent effort is made to minipptze 
drinking. The hoube is closed at 9 o'clock 
in the evening. an hour before the legal 
time for cloring. This is believed to be 
the only instarce of a public house volun- 
tarily closing its doors within the prescribed 
hours 
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“The liquore are all the best quality, and 
there are ample inducements for rational 
recreation outside the house, all provided 
from its profits 

‘There is the excellent and well-kept 
bowling-green. In a new building alongside 
of It are the reading room, library and tl- 
liard room. It is really a handsome bulld- 
ing and much appreciated. 

“Then there is the electric lighting of 
the village—a great boon—and a singing 
class and football club are also subsidized."’ 

In replvy to the question, “What is the 
attitude of the brewers to your ‘Public- 
House Trust?’ *’ Lord Grey repifed: “Our 
first move was to see the brewers. When 
we stated our proposition to them they 
asked us if we intended to treat all of them 
alike. We assured them that such was our 
purpose, and they then declared that they 
would place no obstacies in our way,

Less than three-quarters of a century ago, 
after 16 years of unceasing agitation, Mich- 
igan secured from Congress an apprepria- 
tion or grant of 78,000 acres of land to ald 
in the building of a regular ship cana:. In 
1853 work on the present ‘‘Soo’’ canal wes 
begun by the State of Michigan, and two 
years later it was completed at 4 cost of $1,- 
000,000. At first it had a length of 540 feet, 
and was provided with two locks, each 350 
feet long and 70 feet wide. Vessels drawing 
12 feet of water or less were able to pass 
through. 

So rapid became the growth of commerce 
that the facilities afforded were inadequate, 
and, in 1870,, by consent of the state of 
Michigan, the United States government 
took charge of and enlarged the canal at a 
total additional coat of 42,150,000. This work 
was completed in 1881. The two locks were 
replaced by a single lock 615 feet long and 
80 feet wide, with a lift of 18 feet and a 
depth of 17 feet on the sills. The total 
length of the canal was increased to 7000 
feet, the width to 180 feet and the depth 
to 16 feet. 

With the bullding of larger and deeper 
vessels, owlng to the ever-increasing de- 
mands of commerce, still further improve- 
ments became necessary and were made 
at a cost of $6,083,588 in 1896. The depth of 
the canal wae increased to 25 feet, deap 
enough to accommodate the largest ves- 
sels afloat on the lakes, and the width 
varying from llv to 1000 feet. Two iIm- 
mense locks, the larger of the two being 
without equal ir the world, were built. 
This great lock, which is capable of loc*- 
ing through four of the largost lake steam- 
ers at one time, in 880 feet long and 100 feet 
wide and cost more than $3,000,000. The

LIGHTNING KILLS 800 ANE RICANS I INAYEAR 


ROM 700 to 800 persons are killed an- 
nually in the United States from 
lightning strokes, is the astimate 

given by Prof. A. J. Henry in a Dulletin on 
the subject recently puDlished by the United 
States weather bureau. For some years tha 
weather bureau has been seeking to ascer- 
tain the loss of life from this cause, and in 
1900 received cotual records of 713 fatal cases 
of lightning stroke. This number was ob- 
tained from the reports of the many offi- 
cialis of the bureau throughout the country 
and from lightning cases cited in the news- 
papers, especially in the journals of the 
rural districts. During the two years of 
1899-1900 as many as 380,000 clippings were: 
received by the bureau from oné clipping 


agency, wihiich shows that the lightning 

strokes wete carcfully watched. Of coursa, 

most of the Olippings were duplicates, some - 
times as many as SO notices of the sam 

case being reclaived.

‘The volume of traffic through this canal 
far exceeds that through the Suez cans}, 
In 1881 the traffic of the old St. Mary's 
Falls canal was 1,560,000 tons, as agains? 
4,130,000 tons thrcugh the Suez canal; but 
with the enlargement of the Americin 
canal a rapid increase in traffic immeli- 
ately developed. By 15889 it equaled that of 
the Suez canal (about 7,000,000 tons in 
each); in 1895 a tonnage of 15,000,009 tons 
went through the St. Mary’ s Falls canal, 


as compared with 8,500,000 tons through the 
Suez canal; and in 1886 the figures for the 
St. Mary's Falls canal were 16,240,000 tons. 
The present traffic through the Americain 
canal exceeds the total foreign trade of the 
port of New York, and is equal to nearly 
half the total volume of the foreign trade 
of the United States. 

‘This increase in traffic has meant & cor- 
responding increase in the number of ves- 
sels in the lake-carrying trade, and prob- 
ably half of the 3230 vessels on the lakes 
are employed in business depending on the 
canal. Between 1883 and 1897 the total 
tonnage on the lakes increased from 720,‘40 
to 1,410,000 tons, the increase being more 
than the total Increase in the American 
merchant marine during this time. Fur- 
ther, while in 1883 the lake tonnage waa 
but a sixth of the total American mer- 
chant marine, In 1897 it was nearly two-sov- 
enths of that total. 

‘Not only has there been an increase n 
traffic and shipping due to the canal, out 
within the last ten years there has been a 
rapid and striking change in the materi1l 
and structure of the ships on the great 
lakes which could have hardly taken place 
had it not been for the canal. In 1870

Then the flower crusad- 
ers came along, reinforced by the little 
children, and Cleveland became the city 
ef flowers. 

If you were a humming bird you would 
live in Cleveland. Never did city have so 
many flowers and plants and vines, not 
even excepting old Babylon, which had its 
hanging gardens. There are miles of 
streets and alleys in Cleveland which are 
lke roadways through a pretty park, so 
continuous is the decoration of lawn and 
house and fence.

In the year 1901 thera was offered in Cleve- 
land for home decoration $125 in cash prizes 
for the flower, plant and vine work, and 
additional prizes of 27 imported bulbs for 
children under 15 years of age. The resu'ts 
of this contest were magnificent. Back- 
yards that had been mere receptacles for 
rubbish were transformed into places of 
beauty; lawns that had teen ill-xept were 
given better care, and made pretty with 
flowers; whole squares of some of the resi- 
dence streets were decorate! with flowers 
and plante until people passed through in 
wonderment because of the transformation; 
rows of flats and tenements in which no one 
seemed to have sufficient pride to make 
them presentable at the rear, bivssomed 
forth in the narrow yards with flowers 
where one would not have suppoged a flow- 
er could grow, and with vines where vines 
would have been the last thing one could 
have expected to see in such a place had 
it not been for the prevalence of the flower 
movement, which taught pecple to expect 
anything beautiful, for men and women 
and children, all intent upon making their 
homes beautiful, were hard at work. 

Sixty dollars wus offered as a cath rrize 
for the rretticst garden. It is joy enough 
to have a flower garden for its own beauty 
and fragrance, and when such an additional 
inducement as $60 in cash is offered there 
are going to be some flowers gardens such 
as are not often seen. This was tho case 
last year in Cleveland. The way in which 
some of the contestants went out after the 
first prize was something beautiful to see, 
eapecialiy in ite results W. G. Marshall 
was the winner. In the three points con- 
sidered—originality and natural taste ex- 
hibited tn setting the garden, general ap- 
pearance and the variety of plants and 
flowers grown-—Mr. Marrhall was given 
firat place In each. The second prize of 3% 
was awarded to a workingman who had 
éniy his evenings and mornings to give to 
hie garden, but even with this little time 
succeeded in exhibiting a garden so very 
beautiful that it was admired by many 
hundreds of persons who visited the home 
to see the famous garden for themselves. 

Of the bulbs, 13 were won by beys and l4 
by girls. The gardens of these children 
wery not so elaborate as these of the 
adults, but somo of them were still very 
pretty, and there was not one among them 
without some beauty. 

The people of Cleveland have learned 
a great many things in the three years 
of their flower work. For inStance, they 
found that the nasturtium, sinnia, petunia, 
bachelor’s button, four-o'clock, morning 
giory and marigold seeds yielded the best 
returns, The verbena, phiox, calllopsis ang 
California poppy, though strcceasful In some 
parts of the city, did not succeed in others. 
They found that a pound of balsam or 
lady slipper secds may be put Into i984 pen- 
ny packets; bachelor’s button or corn flow- 
er into 288: calendula into 416; calliops s into 
84; California poppy into #66; candytuft into 
6512; four-o'clock into 160; zinla into 488; 
marigold into 73%; morning glory into 14; 
nasturtium into 135; petunia into 864; phiex 
into 640, and verbena into 80. It was found 
that one person could put up from 600 to 
6 packets in a day, and that all the ex- 
pense o° handling the seeds was paid by 
sclliing | ‘m Gt & penny a package. 


F-FOR BEAUTIFUL YARD GARDENS

The Cleveland flower work was taken up 
in the publia schools in 190. Tha seeds 
were distributed in the early spring, and the 
gardens were viewed and the prizes 
awarded in October, so that ths children 
were busy with their gardens all through 
the vacation months of July and August. 
More than 200 children succeeded with their 
gardens to such a degree that they asked 
to have their gardens viewed for cunsidera- 
tion by the judges. 

The first distritution of seeds in the 
schools was confined to the primary pupils. 
In May a second distritution was made, 
and this was extended to the two grades 
above the primary department. When It 
is known that these seed went to some 
20,0) hemes and that practically all of them 
were put in the ground, it must be sup- 
posed that there was a very great crop of 
flowers in Cleveland last year, a fact to 
which thousands of visitors who saw them 
will attest. 

It waa not to be supposed that so many 
little gardeners would escape the unkind 
fute which is always upon the trall of ev- 
ery sort of crop. What really did happen 
to some of them ie a series of amusing 
stories told by the children themselves in 
thene little !etters to their teachers: 

“I will tell you how I succeeded with 
the seeds I got in June. They did not. grow 
atall. I was waiting for them to grow, but 
they 4id not. They were lark spurs, and I 
think they would have been very pretty if 
they had grown." 

“I had 10 packages of seeds, but my 
fiowers did not blocm at all. My papa 
says the reason was they did not have 
enough sun, and the soil was not fertile 
envugh."’ 

“Tl am now going to tell you about my 
fiower seeds. I had very good luck with 
my flower seeds. The kinds of seeds I had 
were morning glories, sweet peas, four- 
o’clocks, bachelor’s buttons, nasturtiums, 
balsams and petunias. I used to pick a 
bouquet of flowers fof mamma every day. 
If any one would want to pick a bouquet 
I would let them I would give one to ev- 
ery one who came into the yard. I hada 
path going every way in my gardeh, and 
some people who would come eaid it looked 
like a little parx. There was a tree in the 
middle of my garden. When I would pick 
a bouquet I weuld put it In a vase in the 
parior or the sitting room. Sometimes my 
mamma would set it on the dining room 
table, right in thé middle of the table. My 
sweet peas and all of the flowers smelt 
very nice and sweet.” 

“? had some flowers. They were morn- 
ing glories, lady slippers and bachelor’s 
buttons. Morning glories came up first, 
and a little while after, about a month 
later, I planted some beans. They came 
up very nicely. I watered them steady 
every morning, but after awhile a cat tore 
them up. I picnted other ones. I watered 
steady, and they came up very nice, det- 
ter than the other ones. Nothing happened, 
but after awhile something did happen. 
There was a vacant house next door. A 
wild boy moved in the house, and we 
moved. I was going to take them along, 
but I forgot it. The boy took them and 
dumped the flowers oyt and took the dirt 
and planted flowers for himself, and that's 
what happened. I had some good luck and 
some bad luck.” 

One of the important works undertaken 
during the year wag that of beautifying 
the grounds of the Rockwell street school. 
To deo this it was necessary to secure the 
consent of the schoo! authorities and to 
provide a play ground «qual In size to the 
plot to be planted. This ground was found 
to be avaliable in the rear of lots immedi- 
ately adjoining the school. The rental up- 
on this was $110 for the year, and citizens 
readily subscribed the money. A land- 
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scape gardener come to the ald of the as- 
sociation in the work at this school yard, 
and it was made a beautiful spot. The plan 
is to be continued this year. More than 
4000 bulbs, a!l contributed by the flower 
lovers,of the city, were set out in the bed: 
of this school vard last fall. 

In the Cleveland flower contest of 19%) 
the Cleveland Leader offered the cash 
prizes, amounting to $125 in all. The Lead- 
er’s offer put into the home decoration 
movement a zest that had not been equaled 
up to that time. 

In March of last year the association sent 
out 3000 potted bulbs of hyacinths, tulips 
and narcissus for the decoration of the 
school rooms. In the fall 7000 potted bulbs 
were sent to the schools. Accompanying 
the bulbs were the following directions: 

“Plant at onco in pots or boxes, using 
enough good garden soil to cover bulbs. 
Put one variety in a pot, and do not crowd 
them. Bury the pots in the ground so that 
there will be six inches of soil over the 
top. About December first cover the ground 
with plenty of straw, leaves, manure or 
boards, so as to keep the ground from 
freezing. About Jan. 1 take up the pots 
and place them in some place away from 
& window, so ag to accustom them to the 
light gradually. Then place near a win- 
dow, @ sunny one if possible, but not too 
near a stove or flue. Water freely every 
day, placing a plate or saucer under the 
pot to catch any water that may fiow from 
it; They will stand some frost, but should 
be removed from the window on very cold 
nights and from Friday night until Mon- 
day morning. A hood made of newspaper 
is a very good protection agianst very cold 
weather. If by accident they should be 
frozen, sprinkle with cold water before the 
room becomes warm. If the stem is too 
frail to support the flower, tle it to a stick. 
Tho bulbs will not flower again satisfactor- 
lly in the house, but if planted outdoors 
after they have done flowering they will 
give fairly go.l bloom the next season. 
Do not cut thea leaves off the bulbs, but 
permit them to die naturally. 


“In outdeor culture plant the bulbs three 
inches deep and six inches apart in good 
soll where they will not be disturbed. They 
will make a better appearance if each va- 
riety is planted in a separate place. The 
crocuses will do better outdoors than they 
will do in pots in the house. Do not disturb 
the bulbs aftér flowering, but allow the 
leaves to die down and the bulbs will flower 
again the next year. Blossoms may be ex- 
pected in April” 


This work has been of double value to 
the pupils. They have learned to appre- 
clate the value of rain and sunshine, and 
to understand their distribution as to time 
and place; to wateh and study for them- 
selves the germination of the seed, the 
growth of the plant, its bud and its blos- 
fom; to know many flowers that had been 
unknown to them; to note the pecullar fea- 
tures of different kinds of flowers. and to 
distinguish colers and know their shades 
and tints. 


During the winter and early spring 
months flower shows are given in many 
districts of Cleveland. These flower shows 
are illustrated lectures in which stereopti- 
con views are shown of some of the famous 
flower gardens of Europe and what other 
American cities are doing. 


For two years the Cleveland Home Gar- 
dening Association thas maintained the 
Goodrich house farm garden, and a great 
many boys have been taught the art of 
gardening here, each being given a certain 
tract of land and seeds to plant it. The 
association exacts of nim that he give the 
garden 2) hours every week of his time 
curing the season in which the farm is 
operating upon this plan.

the Famous Bavarian 


Play That the Arch- 


bishop of Montreal Give No Sign 
of Disapproval. 


MONTREAL, Canada, March 28.

HE Passion Play that has been acted 
i) for centumes at Oberammergau in 
Bavaria, is being given n Montreal 

by 75 French-Canadian actors, and 
it is a great financial success, Thousands 2f 
people are pcuring into the city to see it, 
and it is only possible to see the play by se- 
curing seats in advance of the performance, 

The adaptation was made by M. Julien 
Daoust. He plays the part of the Christ. 
He associated with him M. Germain Beau- 
leu, a French-Canadian barrister, and their 
translation and presentation of the play has 
been a wonderfully impressive success. 

The Hall of the Monument National is 
thronged with 3000 rapt spectators. 

The atmosphere in the great auditorium 
is like that in the vestibules of cathedrals; 
people speak in whispers. 

The curtain rises on the first scene of that 
greatest of dramas, the Passion Play, the 
acene that depicts the triumphant entry 
of Christ into Jerusalem. 

The stage fills with a multi-colored mass 
of people, walking backward, unvelling 
palms and strawing flowers in the path of 
the Man of Sorrow, who comes, meek and 
lowly, riding upon an ass. 

“Hosannah! Hail, Son of Davidi’”’ 
crowd acclaim. 

At the temple Christ dismounts and, ad- 
vancing, with uplifted hands blesses the 
eager people. Then Fis eyes fall upon the 
déesecrators of the Temple—the money- 
changers, ths vendors of cioves and lambs 
and helfers for a burnt offering. 

He drives them forth; He, mafastigo in 
form, stately In gait, with tenderness soft- 
ening His features and mitigating the 
harshest gesture, the severest reproof. 

The scene, ard all those that follow, 
creates the profoundtst, the most reverent 
impression upon those who twice a day 
throng the Immense hall. These thousands 
seam to make a congregation at worship, 
not an audience in a theater. Here and 
there women, absolutely controlled by the 
intensity of religious feeling, bow their 
heads and piously tell their beads, Priests, 
in their black sevtanes, are everywhere on 
the floor of the house; the gailery }!s 
crowded with uriformed pupils of the Cath- 
olic schools «nd with students of the relig- 
ious ‘universities, all deeply Intent, all jeui- 
ous lest a gesture of those on the stage es- 
cape them 

Occasio..ally as the play proceeds an emo- 
tioni! woman yields to the strain and, half 
fainting, js led away. 

Scene sueceeds scene, tableau follows tab- 
lea's, until the crucifixion is re-enacted. The 
pathetia figure hangs almost motionless. 
Oniy a slight heaving of the breast and 
an eceasiona!l lifting of the thorn-covered 
head, as a faint sigh passes the parched 
lips, iadieates the agony of the. sufferer. 
The last long wall, “it is finished. Into 
Thy hands I commend my spirit,” goes 
straight to the heart. Throughouf' the vast 
audience many @ head is bowed’in grief. 
Here sobs, there smothered cries prove the 
depth of the emotion that sways jo audi- 
ence. 

For a fortnight women, children and men 
have gone to The Passion Play almost ar 
often ag they have gone to church. And 
this ie Lent. His grace, Paul Bruchesi, 
archbishop of the diocese of Montreal, has 
made no sign of disapproval, at the per- 


the 


formance of the play. Indeed, the archbish- 
op's silence may be almost interpreted as 
showing approbation. For M. Jullien Daoust 
sought his grace’s approval before he gave 
the first performance of a play that might, 
he half dreaded, touch the pious sensitive- 
ness of the church. Gravely said the arch- 
bishop. 

“I have no opinion to offer. If you wish 
to go on at your own risk, do so. If there 
be anything objectionable in the perform- 
ance, anything blasphemous, I surely will 
put an end to it.” 

The performance has not yet been tnter- 
rupted by authority of either ehurch or 
state. During its first week 2840 people paid 
admission; it is now impossible to get a seat 
at the play unless it is engaged days ahead. 
Special trains bring hundreds from the sur- 
rounding country to see The Pasion Play, 
many of whom have never before entered a 
theater. This, in a country where the mass 
of the people is,devoutly Catholic, a coun- 
try whose wilds were first penetrated by 
Jesuit missionaries, where today every 
hamlet boasts a splendid Romish church! 

It is a pity even to glance at this play 
through glaises that give a commercial, a 
mercenary, view of it. But, the last ex- 
periment of an unprofitable venture, the 
play has proven enormously successful. 
New York managers wish to reproduce its 
religious realism, to bestow on it the 
wealth of costumes and scenery which it 
now lacks, and which may or may not add 
to its impressiveness. 

A New York manager has been here and 
has consulted with M. Daoust. The hint 
that the archbishop of New York might ob- 
ject to the play as contra-religious this 
manager brushed away with a sweep of 
his right arm. 

“Montreal is a much more religious city 
than New York,” he sald. “If the Arch- 
bishop of Montreal does not object to this 


play; {f the people here, so far from ob- 
jecting to it, approve and visit it and are 
impressed by it, I see no reason why New 
York should not witness it; and witness it | 
to better advantage; for I propose to pro- 
duce it with at least 500 people.” 

The play given here by 75 French-Cana- 
dian actors, is in French, of course, And 
their melodious accent adds to the solemnity 
of its scenes. There are five acts and seven 
tableaux, which tell the moving story from 
Christ's entry into Jerusalem to the Aacen- 
sion.

Children’s Day is very old, and the origin 
of it is more or less uncertain. It was 
known as Floral Sunday until 189, when the 
present name was substituted. It is one of 
the red letter days of most general observ- 
ance. 

Mrs. Julfet Dimock Dudley of Bilizabeth, 
N. J., conceived the idea of the cradle roll 
in 1883. She immediately put it into practice 
in her own primary class, and the effect- 
iveness of the plan was such that it has 
been very generally adopted throughout 
North America and in England. The scheme 
was novel. It proposed to hunt up all the 
little children in the neighborhood who were 
too young to attend Sunday school and ask 
their mothers if the little wnes could not be 
taken to Sunday school just ae soon as they 
should become old enough.

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# NEW DISCOVERIES IN BAFFINLAND. 1 


‘4 AFFINLAND 1s a large island on 
the west side of Baffin Bay, or 
oppusite to Greenland. It stretches 

from Hudson Strait northwestwards 

through twelve degrees of latitude, or from 

61 degrees 40 minutes north to 74 degrees 

north. Jt is the third largest island in the 

world, being only exceeded by Greenland 
and Australia. Its total length is 1006 Eng- 
lish statute miles, and its breadth varies 

from 200 to 600 miles, the average being 36. 

The area is therefore about 300,000 square 

miles, or about ten times that of Scotland or 

Ireland, It forms, however, only about one- 

tenth of the superficies of the Dominion of 


— 


Canada. Notwithstanding its immensertx- 
tent, it appears to be of no great yalue, 
since it is composed, as far as we/know, 
of barren rocks, partly covered wit ice.” 
Bo writes Dr. Robert Bell, directér of the 
geological survey of Canada, in a summary 
account of work printed in the Geograpni- 
cal Journal. The survey occupied the sum- 
mer of 1897, from July 20, when the Diana 
put off the survey party in a little yacht 
(with a year's supplies against emergency) 
on the stormy and tide-swept coast, until 
Sept. 12, when they were taken up by the 
same vessel. The coast-line was found ex- 
ceedingly complex and bordered by literal-

ly thousands of islands—t. e., the country 
from North Bay to Fox Channel is a deep- 
ly incised plateau, inclining westward, and 
half submerged beneath the waters of Hud- 
son Strait.

The Object Lesson Makes It Possible for Teachers 
Who Do Not Know the Spanish Tongue to 
Teach English to a Family of Span- 
ish Children Attending the ~ 
St. Louis Publie Schools. 


' : : 
DELE HERNERO and Julia Fernander, Spanish children who recently 
came to St. Louis with their parents from the Republic of Mexico are 
pupils at the Webster School, Eleventh and Clinton streets, and are being 
taught to speak English by instructors who cannot themselves speak the Spanish 
tongue. Yet the children learn very rapidly, thanks to the effectiveness of the ob- 
ject lesson method employed in the St. Louis school. 
T to St. Louls from Monterey, Mexico. 
He brought with him his entire fam- 
fiy—his wife and nine children. Six of the 
ohfidren are boys. Not one of the family 
could speak even one word of English. They 
engaged, through a fellow countryman who 
Spoke English, a house at 2114 North Elev- 
enth street. Mr. Fernandez began at once 
the study of English. He is an intelligent 
man, and has made remarkable progress 
in the two months. His wife knows noth- 
a of the language of their adopted coun- 

Y. 

Through the friend who engaged the 
house for them, positions were found for 
four of the older boys. It was decided to 
@end the other two, Tenero and Julio, and 
the eldest girl, Adele, to schcol just acrcess 
the street. Henero and Adele were assigned 
tp the classes taught by Miss Nellie Sullivan. 
Julio, 7 years old, and ag bright as a lad 
@s ever entered a school room, was put in 
the class taught by Mre. A. A. Hesse 

For the first two or three days the situa- 
tion was trying for both the teacher and the 
puml Both were willing, but neither could 
understand a word the other said. Then 
the object teaching was begun. It has 
triumphed. The children are beginning to 
learn rapidly. They know the English word 
for everything that has been shown them. 
They are intensely interested in the work, 
and they catch the meaning of the teacher 
by auto-suggestion sometimes, when they 
cannot understand the words or gestures. 
Btrangely, too, they are teaching their 
teachers while they are being taught. Both 
Miss Sullivan and Mrs. Hesse have acyuired 
the same number of Spanish words that the 
little lads have of English, for the children 
invariably eay in Spanish the name of an 
oillfect shown them, and then attempt to 
pronounce it in. English.

HEN Julio Fernadez first entered 

W my class he knew as litt'e of Enz- 

lish as I did of Spanish. My 
knowledge of the Castillian tongue consist- 
ed of one word—Senorita, which I knew to 
mean Miss. For the first two or three days 
our difficulties seemed insurmountable to 
both Julio and myself. When I asked him 
his name he looked at me blankly. Then 
I wrote down my name and showed it to 
him, at the same time pointing to myself. 
He was quick to see my meaning, and when 
I then pointed to him and said “Your 
name?” he answered promptly ‘Julio Fer- 
nandez.”’ : 

We were making progress. Then I want- 
ed to know where he lived. I showed him 
a picture of a house, at the same time 
looking a question at him. He immedi- 
ately designated it as a casa. Then I knew 
that casa was ®panish for house. Then I 
pointed my finger at him and said: 

“Casa, you?’ 

He hesitated a minute and then made 
a@ question mark with his eyebrows. 

“Casa de Usted, senora?’’ he said, point- 
ing at me. 

I shook my head and sald: 

“No, no. Casa you—you—” at the same 
time pointing to Jullo. 

Then he understood and took me to the 
window, where he pointed to his home Just 
across the street. Since then I have learned 
why he at first hesitated. I said over and 
over several times the word you to him. 
In Spanish the word you represents the 
English pronoun I, hence he thought I was 
talking about myself and my house instead 
of his. 


After that we progressed nicely. I wovld 
show him a cube. Immediately he would 
call it a cubo. Then I would write the 
English cube on the board, and at the same 
time would pronounce it. He followed my 
Pronunciation as best he could, and I con- 
fess that at first it was rather hard to be 
Sure that he was saying an English word. 

When I showed him a: ball he caile4 it 
pelota. I called it ball, and then we Loth 
emiled gleefully. I wanted him to put ft on 
the table. He named it a mewa. I then 
told him as best 1 could to put the pe'ota 
on the mesa. He looked ingulringly at me 
for a minute and then asked: 

“Ponga este pelota sobre la mesa?” 

I immediately recognized that he was 
Ssavirg “Shall I put this ball on the table?’”’

When I walked Julio called it ambul>. I 
called it walk. Then he knew, and I knew. 
When I closed eyes and pretend: to 
drop into slumber, Julio called it sueno. I 
called it sleep. When I showed him a book 
he called it iibro, and I gave h'm the Eng- 
lish word. Then I showed him another 
book that was soiled. The first waa Lrighf. 
I smoothed over the back of each with my 
hand and make a question mark with my 
eyes. Julio said that the first was uno libro 
nuevo, and that the other was uno libro 
viejo. I sald that the first was a new book 
and the other was an old book. There 
we had two adverbs of value. When 1 put 
the hook unler the table he said that the 
libro esta debajo de la mesa. I recognized 
at once that he meant that the book was 
under the table, and I told him so tn Eng- 
lish. Thus were several more words added 
to our vocabulary.

Unfortunateiy 
for us both, he knows nothing of Latin, 
else we would have much less difficulty. He 
rather had me at sea on several occasions, 
notably when I asked him how to say 
lock the door. He said it over rapidly and 
then wrote it on the board. It was writt:nu 
this way: 

‘Sara la purta con jave.” 

His spelling was at fault in this Instances, 
as I have since discovered. What he ‘nme 
tended to write and what he did say was: 

“Cierra la puerta con llave.”’ 

It was a very easy matter to teach him 
the EngUush for such Spanish words as 
aguin—needcie, or affiler—pin, manzana—ap- 
ple, etc., though I confess that it was rath- 
er hard for me to associate melocoton with 
peach or pizarron negro with a blackboard, 
yet we accomplished all of these things, 
and much more, so that we are now on 
the,high road to a thorough education in 
beth languages, and it is a.fact that he has 
abso b d more Engiish than I have Spanish, 
Thus I mustered up courage enough to write 
on the blackboard the Sparish sentence:.

He shook his head sagely, and politely 
told me that mv Spanish was mucho malo.

While Miss Sullivin and I are teaching 
the children English, we are learning &pan- 
ish from them.

Verbs, ed- 
verbs and adjectives do not count with me, 
All I know «are rounsa, and | throw theimn 
one after another at Julio. I think I speak 
a beautiful Spanish, but sometimes Julio 
doesn't seem to understand it. He shrugs 
shoulders and makes a question mark ovt 
of his eyebrows, which plainly says: ‘ What 
are you saying?

We feel that the Fernandez children, with 
two in Miss Sullivan's class, and the other 
one in my class, will soon be talking Eng- 
lish, and we attribute it entirely to the 
merit of the system in vogue tn the kinder- 
gartens—that of object lessons.

They seem to be 
well informed in their native language. The

ECAUSE he objects to having a raill- 


road around his premises, John M. 

Longyear will move his half-million- 
dollar mansion from this place to Brook- 
line, Boston's famous suburb. 

Of course, to build a new mansion would 
be a great deal cheaper, but in a matter 
of sentiment money is naturally no object 
to the modern millionaire. And Mr. Long- 


year is a modern millionaire. 

It will require a special train of 6 fiat 
cars to move the mansion. It will be taken 
apart, piece by plece, loaded on cars and 
set up without alteration on a site which 
will be chosen by Mrs. Longyear when she 
returns from Europe. 

Mr, Longyear is reputed to be one of the 
richest man in the upper peninsula of 
Michigan. About 12 years ago he erected 
the big mansion on the lake front at Mar- 
quette. Fle surrounded it with a stone wall, 
beautified the grounds and fitted the house 
at @ vast expenditure. The house is con- 
structed of native sandstone and is very 
elaborately finished, containing many cost- 
ly works of art brought from Europe. 

Mr. Longyear gives as his reasons for re- 
moval from Marquette the need for better 
educational advantages for his children and 
the railroad which is to run near his house. 

A little more than a year ago it was an- 
nounced that the Marquette & Southeast- 
ern Rallroad was to build and that the 
proposed route would take the line along 
the front of the Longyear home. The mill- 
fonaire at once entered protest. 

Mr. Longyear intended to beautify ex- 
tensively the lake front about his house 
and he did not relish the idea of track 
crossing his grounds, Two other routes were 
suggested, but were refused consideration 
on account of the extra cost. 

With the railicad company it was a case 
of the lake fron* route or nothing, and the 
counc!] saw notring for it but to grant the 
franchise. The mililonaire thereupon se- 
cured an injuncticu and instituted cond«m- 
nation proceedings. After a vigorous figat 
in the courts the right of way was co*- 
demed and M>. Lorgyear was awarded but 
$2551 as damages, the contention being that 
the land was actully bencfited. The re- 
straining order was dissolved and the com- 
pany started construction. 

John M. Longyear was born 50 years a;r> 
at Lansing, Mich. At the age of 15 he was 
a cierk in the Laraing postoffice at a sal- 


ary of $2 «= month. Later he was em 
Ployed at a wood-working establishmen 
and scaled lumber in the Saginaw Vallas 
in 1872 going in the woods as a “land loos 
er.”

Cucumber Milk. 

ARIZONA.—I think this fs the formula 
you refer to: Oil of sweet almonds 4 ounces, 
fresh cucumber juice 10 ounces; essence of 
cucumbers 3 ounces; white castile soap, pul- 
verized, % ounce; tincture of benzoin, 2-3 
dram, 

You can obtain the juice of the cucumber 
by boiling in a small quantity of water. 
Slice them very thin, skin and all, and let 
them cook slowly until soft. Strain through 
@ colander and afterward through a cloth. 

To make the essence, put an ounce and 
@ half of the juice into a ounce and a half 
of pure alcohol. Put the essence with the 
Soap, in a large bottle, and shake well. 
After the soap has dissolved, which takes 
a few hours, add the cucumber juice; then 
shake until thoroughly mixed. Then pour 
into an earthen bowl, add the oll and ben- 
foin and stir or beat until you have a 
cream. Be sure that you have a strong 
cucumber juice, as it is the arsenic in this 
which has the wonderfully whitening in- 
fluence. Put this preparation in small bot- 
tles, cork tightly and keep in the dark. Al- 
Ways shake before using.

It is sometimes necessary to force out 
the blackheads by the aid of an instrument 
which is made for that purpose. It is some- 
thing in the shape of a watch-key, which 
is often used as a subst’ ‘ute. 

After the hardcned secretions ‘have been 
ejected the open pores ehould be bathed 
with a little toilet vinegar or cologne. This 
will materially aid in preventing the re- 
forming of the secretions, 

Once the blackheads have been removed 
it is the subject’s own fault if they return. 
Scrupulous cleanliness will prevent their 
collecting again. 

LOTION FOR BLACKHEADS.—Precipi- 
tate of sulphur, 1 dram; tincture of cam- 
phor, 1 dram; glycerine, 1 dram; rose water, 
4 ounces, 

Tincture of soap is sometimes used as a 
detergent in the case of obstinate Diack- 
heads. If used at all great care should be 
taken, as it is full of caustic properties and 
would irritate the skin. You can get tinc- 
ture of soap of the apothecary. Use a lit- 
tle on the eurface required and wash off 
immediatery with hot watcr.

George Hagenbush, the Kansas City pas- 
gsenger agent of the Santa Fe Railroad, in 
commenting on the transpcrtation of troops 
in the last four years, says that not the 
least wonderful thing about it has been the 
scgrcity of accidents during that time. 

E. B. Pope, the western agent of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Railway and C. lL. Hil- 
leary, the resident assistant general passen- 
ger agent of the Big Four route, discussed 
the question of military transportation for 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch as follows: 

By E. B. POPE of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railroad. 
HD distance from Newport News to 
T Ban Francisco, over the lLlnes the 
Eleventh Infantry battalion wlll use, 
is exactly 3444 miles, It will probably be 
apparent to anyone, especially to a railroad 
man, that moving a large body of soldiers 
from the eastern coast of Virginia to the 
western coast of California in a continuous, 
unbroken, journey; providing comfortable 
sleeping quarters for them and serving ra- 
tions and meals en route and finally landing 
them at their destination in good physical 
conditior is something of an undertaking. 
The burdeg, of course, falls heaviest upon 
the initial line (the line that starts them 
on the journey) as upon it devolves the 
task of providing cars, loading the troops 
and their camp equipage of all kinds, in- 
cluding commissary stores, and, in fact, or- 
ganizing the expedition. After that is ac- 
cor. plished the rest is comparatively easy, 
as tho intermediate lines have nothing to 
do but furnish the motive power to move 
the trains and arrange to get them over the 
road eas quickly as possible. 

The Chesapeake & Ohio Railway is exoep- 
tionally well equipped to handle movements 
of troops westward from the Atlantic coast, 
and it was probably on this account that 
the government decided to handle the troops 
through Newport News, Virginia, the deep- 
water terminus of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railway. 

The harbor of Newport News is one of the 
largest in the United States as well as one 
of the easiest to navigate. The broad, deep 
channel sweeps in between Cape Charics 
and Cape Henry, across Chesapeake Bay 
and Hampton Roads and up to the docks 
at Newport News, where vessels drawing 
30 feet of water can land directly alongside 
of the pliers. 

The railroad trains for the accommoda- 
tion of the troops are backed down on to 
the plers alongside the transports, and the 
men and their entire equipment, whether 
guns or horses, baggage, rations and para- 
phernalia are transferred directly from the 
transports io the cars. As fast as all are 
safely stowed away they are off on thelr 
long journey to the Pacific coast. The im- 
mense freight piers at Newport News are 
all under roof, and the transfer from the 
ship to the cars is not delayed by any stress 
of weather that may arise. 

The equipment of cars for a long jour- 
ney consist of tourist sleeping cars for the 
enlisted men and standard sleepers for the 
commissioned officers. Both classes of 
sleepers are prectically alike in their con- 
struction and arrangement, the only dif- 
ference being that the tourist cars are not 
so finely finished as the standard ones and 
are upholstered in rattan instead of plush. 
The tourist cars are generally 1l6-section 
cars, and will accommodate $1 men and a 
porter, giving each man a whole berth. 
Baggage cars are provided in which to load 
the personal effects of the men and offi- 
cers and the rations for the men. Palace 
stock cars are provided for the horses 
when cavalry is being transported and reg- 


ular freight cars for the freight. If artil- 
lery is being moved the guns and other 
equipment are loaded on fiat or coal cars. 

Where the tents are not carried along, it 
requires a train of about 14 cars to move 
a battalion of infantry. The equipment 
of each train consists of one freight car, 
two baggage cars, 10 tourist sleeping cars 
and one standard sleeper. With trains of 
this size and kind, a high rate of speed is 
maintained and the journey is made almost 
as quickly as by the ordinary regular pas- 
senger train. But when cavalry is being 


moved and a large number of freight cars 
not be run so fast and it is necessary to 
make stops along the way to rest the 
horses, 
rations for the enlisted men which are 
loaded in the baggage car next to the tour- 
ist sleepers, where they can be served out 
to the men, and the rations, together with 
hot coffee, which is served three times a 
day, one pint at each meal per man, con- 
stitutes the regular fare of the enlisted 
men during the trip. The commissioned of- 
ficers arrange for their own meals at their 
own expense. 

The Chesapeake & Ohio Railway has an 
arrangement with a caterer at Richmond, 
Va., who contracts with the government to 
serve hot coffee to the enlisted men en 
route. The caterer fits up on of the sleep- 
ers with an oll stove and puts on @ cook 
and a couple of colored waiters and with 
this outfit can furnish the coffee for the 
men and the meals for the officers, going 
through with the train to the end of the 
journey 

The Chesapeake & Ohio Rallway makes 
all of the arrangements for providing the 
equipment and loading the troops. It also 
hauls the troops to Cincinnati, where they 
are turned over to the Big Four route

This movement of troops will attract a 
great deal of attention, not only from com- 
mon carriers, Doth rail and boat, but will 
be watched with Interest by the great mili- 
tary powers of the world. 

In making up trains for movement of 
these men, it !s necessary for the railways 
to provide siceping cars and baggage cars 
for the accommodation of the troops, also 
baggage cars for the traveling rations. 

Standard Pullman cars are provided for 
the officers and tourists’ cars for the men. 
Tourists’ sleepers are of sufficient capacity 
tv accommodate at least 24 men, giving 
each man a separate berth. 

The entire equipment used itn handling 
this business will necessarily run through 
from Newport News to San Francisco with- 
out tranagfer or change, except in case of 
accident or breakdown, 

The tourists’s sleepers in their general 
construction are the same as standard cars 
with the difference that the floor of the 
tourist sleeper is not carpeted, the seats 
are not upholstered, but are provided with 
mattresses, pillows, sheets, etc., practically 
the game as the standard Pullman sleeper.

Mr. Blackmore's affliction was of a sin- 
gular nature. Many persons had diagnosed 
it, but none had solved the mystery of it 
until the present spring, when he was 
healed in a day, or, it might be maid, in an 
instant.

T the time I was injured I was a

Meanwhile I was suffering. My left leg 
was almost paralyzed. It was cold and ap- 
parently dead. Its condition almost entire- 
ly prevented walking. I could hobble about 
a little bit, but the operation was always 
painful To.the corner drug store was 
about as far as I could go. I could not 
ride on a street car, and the greater part 
of the time I could not slecp—was inter- 
rupted at night on account of my leg. 

Mrs. J. B. Mitché@ll of Macon City, Mo., 
wife of the Cumberland Presbyterian min- 
ister. there, a friend of our family, was 
one of the kind friends who took an inter- 
est in my case. She knows old Dr. Still, 
and she told me she believed he might do 
something for me. She secured from me a 
promise to go\to Kirksville to see him 
if he consented to examine me himself. 
Mrs. Mitchell made three trips to Kirks- 
Ville, and finally got the promise she 
wanted from the old doctor. 


On Monday, March 3, I went to Kirksville. 
[I was barely able to stand the strain of 
the trip to Union Station. On arriving at 
Kirksville I went at once to old Dr. Still's 
residence. He placed me on a table, ran 
his hand along my epine, and in a few min- 
utes told me he had found what the trouble 
wae. He said there was a partial disioca- 
tion of the spinal joint I afterwards heard 
that this particular joint is called the sac- 
rum. He sent for his son, Dr. Charles Still, . 
and toid him t he had discovered, add- 
ing, “you ow to treat it.’’ 

I was taken to the Infirmary. The young 
doctor said he could reduce the dislocation 
at the first treatment, but said he would 
wait unti) the second or third ff I preferred. 
I was a little afraid to have it done at once, 
so I told him I would wait. He worked on 
the muscles of my back, getting them in 
shape for the more severe treatment to fol- 
low. 

The second treatment was given me on 
Tuesday, and on Wednesday I told him | 
was ready for final treatment. Exacily 
how he did it I can't tell. But he slipped 
those bones back inte place. He first took 


hold of my left leg, the useless one, and 
worked it up and down. I was lying on my 
back at the time. He twisted it around 
until he had my left foot pulled way up 
near my walst. Then he pressed down on 
my left knee, holding the other leg where 
he had pushed it. I felt the bones slip 
back. He must have heard them, for he 
uttered some exclamation, indicating that 
the operation had been successfully com- 
pleted. 

Then my real trouble commenced, The 
pain caused by the slipping of the bones 
back into place was excruciating. I suffered 
more after the ccmpletion of the operation 
than I did when originaily injured, [ 
was taken across to the Still Hotel and 
was lald in bed with a hot water bottle 
under my back. I laid on that hot water 
bottle from 10:30 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing until 10:30 o'clock Thureday morning. 
Then I felt able to get up. I sat around 
the hotel and talked to the guests of my 
wonderful recovery. I felt ike a boy - <ame 
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I felt well and strong enough to fight. 

Next day I was able to start home I 
moved to the Pool Hotel, which is near 
the depot. <A crowd followed me there, 
cheering. That night, before I le*t, I ex- 
plained to e crowd of traveling men what 
Dr. Still and his son had done for me. The 
following morning I arrived home My 
wife was delightfully surprised to see me 
run up the front steps and open the door 
as of old. All our friends and neichbors 
are delighted, too, and they are all talking 
about my wonderful recovery. I expect to 
start back to work pretty soon.
